Salaries oi Superintendents 

Most of the progressive schools 
for the deaf and for the blind in the 
United States pay their superin- 
tendents reasonably good salan 
but there "ate a number of the 
smaller schools, and some of the un- 
progressive larger schools, that i 
inadequate and meagre salaries to 
their executives. During the past 
fifteen years in these schools the 
superintendent's salary has remain- 
ed stationary, while in the commer- 
cial world salaries have doubled and 
in many instances trebled in that 
period. The Boards of Trus'' 
of these school seem oblivions 
to the fact that an increase might be 
enough encouragement to then 
ecutives to enable them to give more 
efficient service to the school , inst. 
of having to worry about finam h 
provide clothing and education for 
their families. 

Salaries of teachers have inci 
in recent years, but thev are still far 
from reaching the proper maximum. 
As long as the services of capable 
teachers are in such demand they 
may be sure, however, of receh 
fairly adequate compensation. 

It is certainly too bad that sudi 
cient financial inducements cannot 
be held out to tempt young, \\ 
wake men to enter tin ion. 

Under present conditions a man 
may teach faithfully and successful- 
ly until his hair becoir. ! with 
gray, before realizing his ambition to 
become a superintendent. If it is 
one of the smaller institutions he is 
called upon to direct, he finds that 
the salary paid is less than that re- 
ceived by the ordinary mechanic who 
has no position in the community to 
maintain and who has no responsi-
